UCSF  to  Test 
Heli-Noise

Mission  Bay  and  Potrero  Hill 
residents  have  a  lot  riding  on  the 
proposed  helipad  landing  site  at 
the  University  of  California,  San 
Francisco  (USCF)  Mission  Bay 
campus.  Some  community  members 
fear  that  noise  from  daily  helicopter 
transfers  could  disrupt  sleep  patterns 
and  devalue  property.  In  the  hopes 
of  calming  these  concerns,  the  UCSF 
Community  Relations  Department 
plans  to  conduct  a  helicopter  test 
flight  this  month  to  help  determine 
just  how  much  noise  the  aircrafts 
create. 

The  test  flight  will  take  place  on 
a  September  Sunday  between  8:30 
and  9:30  a.m.,  making  three  round 
trips  along  the  two  flight  paths  that 
are  most  likely  to  be  approved  by  the 
Federal  Aviation  Administration.  All 
flights  will  either  hover  for  30  seconds 
over  the  yet-to-be-built  helipad  site 

-  proposed  to  be  located  on  3rd  Street 
between  16th  and  Mariposa  streets 

-  or  land  on  UCSF's  Third  Street 
Garage. 

The  exact  date  of  the  test  flight 
hasn't  been  announced.  UCSF's 
Community  Relations  Department 
plans  to  notify  local  residents  several

Goldman  Fund  Invests  in 
Southeast  San  Francisco

Last  month  the  Richard  and 
Rhoda  Goldman  Fund  announced 
a  $1.5  million  grant  to  help  restore 
Yosemite  Slough,  now  a  neglected 
stretch  of  shore  located  at  Candlestick 
Point  near  Monster  Park.  When  the 
project  is  completed  in  2009,  the  area 
will  be  transformed  into  a  beautiful 
bay-side  park  with  recreational  areas 
and  shoreline  walkways. 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  is  the 
largest  estuary  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
and  is  home  to  millions  of  plant 
and  animal  species.  However,  150- 
years  of  infill  and  development  has 
reduced  the  water  body's  acreage 
by  more  than  80  percent.  The 
Yosemite  Slough  project,  which  is 
being  led  by  the  California  National 
Parks  Foundation,  will  restore  tidal 
marsh  in  the  Bayview-Hunters  Point 


neighborhood,  creating  the  largest 
contiguous  wetlands  habitat  in  San 
Francisco.  The  restoration  will  also 
clean-up  chemical  contamination,  and 
create  educational  and  recreational 
opportunities  for  local  residents  and 
park  visitors. 

87-year-old  philanthropist 
Richard  Goldman  is  pleased  with 
the  way  his  life  has  come  full  circle. 
A  life-long  San  Franciscan,  Goldman 
was  stationed  in  the  Presidio  during 
World  War  EL  When  a  dilapidated 
former  Burger  King  came  up  for 
demolition,  Goldman  jumped  at  the 
opportunity  to  convert  the  space 
into  a  green  building  and  bring  the 
Richard  and  Rhoda  Goldman  Fund 
and  the  Goldman  Environmental 
Prize  under  one  roof.

Board  of  Supervisors 
Approves  Trans  Bay 
Cable  Project

Last  month  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a  series 
of  resolutions  that  served  to  approve 
the  construction  of  Babcock  and 
Brown's  Trans  Bay  Cable  project. 
The  53-mile  transmission  line  will 
have  the  capacity  to  convey  400 
megawatts  of  power  from  the  City 
of  Pittsburg  to  San  Francisco's 
Dogpatch  neighborhood.  Only  two 
of  the  1 1  board  members,  Supervisors 
Chris  Daly  and  Ross  Mirkarimi,  voted 
against  the  resolutions.  "I'm  still  not 
sold  as  to  why  we  need  Trans  Bay 
Cable...  I  need  to  hear  the  bottom 
line,"  said  Mirkarimi. 

Daly  noted  that  recent  analyses 


indicated  "that  we  did  not  need 
to  site  any  additional  generation 
within  the  City,"  and  questioned 
why  a  vote  on  the  cable  project 
was  occurring  before  the  Board 
considered  whether  to  site  three 
publicly-owned  combustion  turbines, 
also  in  the  Dogpatch  neighborhood. 

Even  though  he  voted  for 
the  resolutions.  Supervisor  Jake 
McGoldrick  seemed  unconvinced  that 
the  cable  was  necessary.  "It  sounds 
like  we're  over-providing,"  he  said, 
shortly  before  the  vote.  "We  should 
be  able  to  generate  ourselves.  We 
should  have  never  had  this  discussion 
in  the  first  place."

Power  Politics

Last  month  Potrero  Hill  residents 
received  a  flyer  in  the  mail  from 
the  "Close  it  Coalition"  advocating 
against  building  City-owned  power 
plants  in  Dogpatch.  Similar  to  the 
"Coalition  of  the  Willing,"  which 
principally  consisted  of  the  United 
States,  along  with  Latvia's  seven 
logistics  personnel  and  Slovakia's 
11  troops,  PG&E  is  the  sole  member 
of  the  Close  it  Coalition.  Unlike  the 
Bush  Administration,  PG&E  doesn't 
even  try  to  hide  the  narrow  nature  of 
its  coalition:  the  flyer's  logo  states 
that  it  is  "proudly  sponsored"  by 
the  utility,  and  the  return  address  is 
PG&E's  headquarters. 

The  flyer  makes  some  decent 
points,  including  the  assertion,  almost 
certainly  true,  that  "San  Francisco's 
energy  needs  can  be  met  without  new 
power  plants  through  conservation, 
load  reduction,  and  upgrading  the 
existing  transmission  system."  But 
this  rather  benign  message  will  likely 
be  buried  in  the  quite  legitimate 
question  of  why  PG&E  is  spending 
its  shareholders'  money  advocating 
against  a  City-owned  power  plant. 

And  so  it  goes  with  energy  policy 
development  in  San  Francisco.  Policy 
makers  and  advocates  latch  onto 
tunnel-vision  positions  for  or  against 
a  given  proposal  based  on  the  logo  on 
someone's  shirt  or  the  anxious  need 
to  meet  a  goal  so  narrowly-sliced 
that  it's  almost  translucent.  In  the 
face  of  a  five  megawatt  reliability 
gap  that  may  emerge  almost  a  half- 
decade  from  now  the  engineers  at 
the  California  Independent  System 
Operator,  which  is  governed  by  an 
unelected  board,  insisted  that  San 
Francisco  accept  a  400  megawatt 
transmission  project  that  will  eat  up 
several  valuable  Central  Waterfront 
acres.  Because  PG&E  is  against  it, 
many  public  power  advocates  will 
support  City-owned  generation 
whether  or  not  it's  needed,  or  would 
actually  do  much  to  advance  the 
public  power  cause. 

A  single-minded  focus  did  topple 
the  ancient,  polluting  Hunters 
Point  Power  Plant  -  a  great  victory 
against  the  forces  of  environmental 
injustice  -  but  at  what  cost?  So  far 
the  score  is  one  tired  power  plant 
down,  against  the  development  of 
the  several  hundred  million  dollar 
Jefferson-Martin  transmission  line 


owned  by  PG&E,  and  the  impending 
construction  of  another  half-billion 
dollar  transmission  line  owned  by 
multinational  Babcock  &  Brown, 
both  of  which  are  being  paid  for  by 
you.  It's  a  perverse  version  of  "thank 
you,  sir,  may  I  have  another;"  in 
return  for  closing  the  Hunters  Point 
and  Potrero  Power  Plants,  two  nasty, 
polluting  dinosaurs,  we'll  pay  large 
corporations  hundreds  of  millions  of 
dollars.  Someone's  pocket  is  being 
picked,  and  it's  ours. 

In  the  meantime,  and  despite 
high-rhetoric  from  City  officials, 
little  progress  has  been  made  to 
create  the  kind  of  energy  future 
most  of  us  want.  San  Francisco, 
the  loudest  of  green  advocates,  has 
less  solar  power  than  Oakland,  and 
has  left  virtually  untouched  dozens 
of  megawatts  of  opportunities  to 
temporarily  or  permanently  shift 
electricity  demand  off-peak,  thereby 
eliminating  the  need  for  expensive, 
"there  you  go  again"  generation  and 
transmission  infrastructure. 

The  painful  irony  is  that  we  don't 
have  to  continue  to  rely  on  a  century- 
old  electric  infrastructure  model 
that,  while  usually  reliable,  is  both 
costly  and  intimately  responsible 
for  environmental  degradation  on 
earth  and  in  the  atmosphere.  There 
are  other  ways  of  powering  our 
high-technology  society,  though  they 
require  more  thought  and  care  than 
building  "turn  on,  turn  off"  central 
generating  stations  and  multi-mile 
straws  to  suck  the  marrow  from  old 
fossils.  A  more  diverse  eco-system 
of  smaller-scale  generation  and 
load-management  -  including  solar, 
wind,  geothermal,  combined  heat  and 
power  systems,  energy  conservation, 
and  load-shifting  -  would  result  in  a 
more  flexibly  reliable  energy  system 
that's  easier  on  the  environment  and 
public  health. 

Creating  this  new  world  critically 
depends  on  our  ability  to  be  plan-full 
about  our  energy  future,  something 
we  so  far  have  been  unable  to  do. 
As  the  Close  it  Coalition's  flyer 
puts  it,  it's  time  to  "see  through  the 
City's  smokescreen."  If  we  look 
closely  enough  what  we'll  see  is  our 
own  faces  peering  back  quizzically, 
wondering  how  we  seemed  to  have 
traveled  so  far  and  ended  up  in 
roughly  the  same  place.

Editorial: 

Eastern  Neighborhoods  in 
Line  for  Sterile,  Formulaic 
Construction

The  Draft  Environmental  Impact 
Report  for  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
Rezoning  and  Area  Plans  is  full  of 
information  about  the  potential 
impacts  of  three  proposed  land  use 
options  in  the  Dogpatch,  Mission  Bay, 
Potrero  Hill,  and  South-of-Market 
areas.  The  report  details  changes  in 
noise,  transportation  patterns,  and  air 
quality,  among  other  things,  that  may 
emerge  under  different  development 
patterns.  Buried  within  the  report 
is  a  section  called  "Visual  Quality 
and  Urban  Design"  that  documents 
the  existing  urban  environment  and 
how  potential  development  scenarios 
will  alter  it.  While  topics  such  as 
air  quality  and  noise  are  of  utmost 
importance  and  should  be  considered 
carefully,  this  section  lured  me  into 
reading  the  lengthy  study. 

Like  many,  I  fell  in  love  with  San 
Francisco's  built  environment,  and 
take  pride  when  someone  tells  me 
"it's  such  a  beautiful  place".  Being 
surrounded  by  water,  landmark 
bridges  and  rolling  hills  are  some 
of  the  reasons  I  love  the  City,  but 
the  buildings  and  neighborhoods 
also  give  San  Francisco  a  great 
deal  of  its  charm.  The  early  20th 
century  Victorians  scattered 
amongst  the  Marina-style  single 
family  homes,  mixed-use  commercial 
corridors  and  large  apartment 
buildings  with  detailed  and  artistic 
architectural  features  make  the 
City's  neighborhoods  distinctive 
and  interesting.  San  Francisco  is 
full  of  unique  architecture,  quality 
construction  and  human  scale 
environments;  at  least  in  its  older 
neighborhoods. 

I  become  nervous  when  new 
neighborhoods  are  being  created 
because  I  value  the  beautiful 
landscape  we  live  in  and  the  vistas 
that  surround  us.  I  want  to  know  how 
these  new  places  will  be  developed:  to 
blend-in  and  enhance  the  City,  or  to 
detract  from  its  existing  beauty?  If 
the  eastern  neighborhood's  industrial 
areas  are  redeveloped  in  the  same 
manner  as  Mission  Bay  and  South 
Beach,  we'll  be  living  with  a  lot  of 
new  formulaic  and  bland  buildings. 

On  a  recent  walk  around  Mission 
Bay  I  found  myself  wondering  how 
they  -  specifically  the  developers, 
planners,  and  mayor  -  were  able  to 
build  these  developments.  While  the 
ballpark,  Mission  Creek  and  Caltrain 
station  offer  compelling  environments, 
most  of  the  "neighborhood"  -  if  it 
can  be  called  that  -  is  sterile  and 
unattractive.  Ground  floor  retail 
draws  some  people  to  the  street,  but 


most  are  pedestrians  just  scurrying 
along  King  Street  to  catch  a  ball 
game  or  hop  on  Muni  or  Caltrain. 
Compare  the  impact  of  the  large- 
scale,  glass  and  concrete  buildings 
with  those  in  the  great  neighborhoods 
of  Hayes  Valley,  North  Beach  or 
Pacific  Heights  and  you  can  see  the 
worst  aspects  of  cheap  design  and 
construction.  All  the  buildings  look 
the  same,  painted  with  different, 
irrelevant  colors. 

I  support  smart  growth  practices 
like  transit-oriented  development, 
and  some  modern  buildings  are 
well-designed.  However,  Mission 
Bay's  architects  did  San  Francisco  a 
great  disservice:  the  neighborhood 
is  a  sore-thumb  amidst  an  otherwise 
superlatively  beautiful  city. 

Unfortunately,  future 
development  in  Potrero  Hill  is  likely 
to  replicate  the  Mission  Bay  design: 
the  Potrero,  in  which  Whole  Foods 
Market  is  located,  and  the  still  half- 
vacant  building  across  the  street 
are  two  perfect  examples  of  ugly 
architecture.  Showplace  Square  and 
the  Design  Center  are  not  expected 
to  change  much  under  the  proposed 
plans,  and  the  area's  historic,  brick 
buildings  will  likely  remain.  But  the 
"Seventh  Street  corridor,"  between 
Townsend  and  16th  streets  and 
along  8th  Street,  will  likely  be  filled 
with  higher-density  residential 
and  mixed-use  land  uses  and  taller 
building  heights,  according  to  the 
report. 

If  the  new  residential  development 
under  construction  at  888  Seventh 
Street  is  a  harbinger  of  what's  to  come, 
the  majority  of  new  construction  will 
be  tall  and  inarticulate.  The  flat 
facades,  monotonous  materials,  cheap 
windows,  and  lack  of  trim  all  add 
up  to  a  kind  of  shrill  reminder  that 
developer-driven  planning  combined 
with  second  and  third  rate  design 
are  not  right  for  our  neighborhood. 
Remodeling  costs,  excluding  land,  on 
the  Hill  run  from  $350  to  well  beyond 
$450  a  square  foot.  Large  projects, 
such  as  888  Seventh  Street  and  the 
Potrero,  cost  as  little  as  $125  a  square 
foot.  One  can  see  why. 

I  often  get  frustrated  by  the 
assumption  that  new  development 
must  be  built  at  a  higher  density. 
The  surrounding  neighborhood 
averages  35  units  per  acre  -  quite 
dense  by  California  standards  - 
-  with  the  new  zoning  proposals 
suggesting  as  high  as  110  units  an 
acre.  Instead  of  masses  of  studios 
and  one-bedrooms,  populating  the 
Seventh  Street  corridor  with  two  or 
three-unit  condominiums  would  be

an  attractive  option  for  many  people, 
especially  families.  Such  smaller- 
scale  buildings  would  also  blend 
into  the  existing  Potrero  community. 
Lower  density  development  is  not 
even  considered  in  the  report,  and 
one  can't  help  but  wonder  if  the 
planners  are  paying  more  attention 
to  the  developers'  bottom  line  than 
the  City's  needs.  And  what  happens 
after  these  enormous  buildings  are 
built?  The  developers  move  on  and 
San  Francisco  is  left  with  yet  another 
poorly  constructed,  ugly  building. 

Mayor  Newsom  claims  he'd  like 
San  Francisco  to  be  family-friendly 
and  attract  young  couples  looking 
to  settle  down  for  the  long  term, 
but  the  new  neighborhoods  are  not 
going  to  attract  families  if  they're 
built  at  such  sizes.  Mission  Bay's 
tall  buildings  are  removed  from  the 
street  and  are  lucky  to  even  feature  a 
small  balcony;  not  what  families  are 
looking  for  in  a  home.  The  Planning 
Department  and  the  Mayor  need  to 
consider  zoning  provisions  that  are 
realistic  and  attractive  to  families, 
not  just  pay  lip  service  to  the  concept. 
Families  need  space  to  grow,  inside 
and  outside  the  home. 

Community  members  should 
demand  that  new  buildings  be 
designed  with  variation  and  built 
with  quality  materials.  Adding  more 
blue  glass  and  pre-cast  concrete  is  not 
going  to  help  San  Francisco  maintain 
its  character  or  reputation  as  a 
beautiful  place.  Proposed  buildings 
need  to  be  carefully  reviewed  based 
on  thoughtful  design  guidelines 
before  they're  approved. 

Establishing  specific  design 
guidelines  for  the  neighborhoods 
slated  for  new  development  may  be 
one  way  of  ensuring  that  developers 
don't  get  away  with  building  eyesores. 
We  need  to  hold  them  to  higher 
standards.  The  report  mentions 
implementing  design  policies  as  part 
of  the  eastern  neighborhood  plans 
so  as  to  not  "substantially  degrade 
the  visual  character  or  quality  of  the 
area. "  We  should  pay  close  attention 
to  what  the  Planning  Department 
comes  up  with,  because  we're  going 
to  have  to  live  with  the  outcome  for 
a  long  time.

Preschool 


I  just  read  Kerry  Fleisher's  article 
about  the  move  to  start  a  preschool  at 
Daniel  Webster  Elementary  School. 
While  I  greatly  enjoy  having  the 
Friends  of  Potrero  Hill  Preschool 
(FPHP)  at  Starr  King  Elementary, 
there  were  some  significant  errors 
in  the  article.  The  FPHP  is  not  a 
bilingual  or  language  immersion 
program.  Furthermore,  I  do  not  see 
the  connection  between  the  preschool 
and  Starr  King's  enrollment  or 
academic  achievement.  Not  one  child 
from  the  FPHP  has  enrolled  in  Starr 
King's  kindergarten  over  two  years, 
and  when  the  preschool  first  arrived 
at  Starr  King  it  was  after  our  fifth 
straight  year  of  rising  test  scores; 
clearly  there  can  be  no  connection 
between  the  increased  academic 
achievement  of  Starr  King  students 
and  FPHP's  presence.  Offering 
preschools  in  all  neighborhoods 
for  all  children  is  a  worthy  goal. 
However,  it  is  important  to  be  clear 
about  the  benefits  and  impacts  such 
programs  have.  The  rise  in  test 
scores  and  enrollment  at  Starr  King 
is  completely  disconnected  from  the 
FPHP.  I  love  having  the  preschool 
on  site,  but  not  for  any  of  the  reasons 
stated  in  Ms.  Fleisher's  article.

I'm  a  parent  at  the  Friends  of 
Potrero  Hill  Nursery  School,  and 
have  had  my  children  enrolled  there 
for  the  past  three  years.  I  wanted  to 
clear  up  a  misunderstanding  in  last 
month's  Daniel  Webster  Preschool 
article  about  the  Friends  school  being 
influential  in  the  implementation 
of  Starr  King  Elementary  School's 
Mandarin  Immersion  program. 

The  preschool  moved  to  Starr 
King  at  the  start  of  the  2005  school 
year,  but  has  no  connection  to  the 
Mandarin  Immersion  program.  Starr 
King  has  long  been  blessed  with 
hard-working  staff  and  a  dynamic 
principal,  which  until  the  recent 
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implementation  of  the  Mandarin 
Immersion  program  has  been  largely 
overlooked.  The  fact  that  the 
preschool  and  Starr  King  share  the 
same  campus  engenders  a  positive 
connection  that  results  in  beneficial 
outcomes.  Prior  to  being  located  at 
Starr  King,  the  majority  of  Friends' 
children  went  on  to  enroll  in  private 
schools.  We  now  have  a  large  number 
of  preschool  children  attending  a 
variety  of  public  elementary  schools. 
I've  appreciated  my  children  being 
located  within  the  overall  Starr  King 
community,  and  am  inspired  by  the 
school's  environment  and  staff.  Best 
wishes  to  the  Daniel  Webster  group; 
I  hope  they're  successful  in  their 
efforts.

Your  editorial  in  the  June  issue 
about  the  intersection  at  8th  and 
Townsend  streets  is  very  timely. 
This  is  the  moment  to  plan  the 
most  creative  use  of  this  unique 
roundabout:  to  welcome  people  to 
Potrero  Hill  and  Showplace  Square. 
All  of  us  who  live,  work  or  have 
businesses  here  would  benefit  from 
an  urban  oasis  that  is  both  soothing 
and  inviting.  Many  of  San  Francisco's 
neighborhoods  have  civic  landmarks 
to  distinguish  their  communities. 
The  Palace  of  Fine  Arts,  Coit  Tower, 
The  Legion  of  Honor,  and  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  windmills  are  examples 
of  good  district  planning.

Helipad 


Noise,  like  other  social 
phenomena,  has  a  context.

Sustainable  energy  advocates 
are  still  trying  to  pull  the  proverbial 
knife  out  of  their  backs  after  District 
10  Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell 
endorsed  the  Trans  Bay  Cable 
project  without  prior  warning.

Policy  Wonk 

A  couple  dozen  neighbors 
attended  last  month's  Potrero  Hill 
Democratic  Club  meeting  to  hear 
Assemblyman  Mark  Leno  speak. 
The  Assemblyman,  who  looks  like  a 
choir  boy,  except  that  he's  Jewish, 
talked  about  how  spending  on  the 
prison  industrial  complex,  which  will 
soon  exceed  investments  in  higher 
education,  is  swallowing  the  state's 
budget,  with  more  than  170,000 
inmates  housed  in  a  system  built  for 
half  that  many.  Leno  took  several 
jabs  at  the  Govenator,  saying  he  was 
"taller  and  in  better  shape"  than  the 
former  action  hero,  and  accusing 
Schwarzenegger  of  leading  the  state 
towards  financial  ruin.  Leno,  one  of 
the  legislature's  best  fundraisers,  said 
the  constant  need  to  dial  for  dollars 
was  "imbecilic,"  calling  for  campaign 
financing  reform.  "Everyone  is 
suspicious  of  us;  they  think  we're 
all  bought  and  sold. ..it's  time  to 
change  the  system,"  Leno  said.  When 
asked  about  such  local  issues  as 
the  University  of  California,  San 
Francisco's  (UCSF)  ongoing  sprawl, 
and  the  threat  that  two  helipads  could 
be  located  within  a  mile  of  each  other 


in  Mission  Bay  and  Potrero  Hill,  Leno 
urged  the  crowd  to  come  up  with 
workable  solutions,  and  seemed  to 
indicate  that  he'd  step-in  to  stop  the 
development  of  multiple  helipads. 
"He  seemed  to  have  a  good  grasp  of 
neighborhood  issues,"  commented 
Keith  Goldstein,  President  of  the 
Potrero  Hill  Association  of  Merchants 
and  Businesses  after  the  meeting.  "I 
was  pretty  impressed  by  the  guy,  and 
am  glad  to  have  him  around."

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The  Curbside  Ethicist 


Both  of  this  month's  questions 
pose  that  irksome  dilemma  of  what 
to  do  when  your  neighbor  leaves 
unattractive  or  unwanted  items  in 
their  front  yard,  or  worse,  on  the 
sidewalk. 

Q:  I  saw  your  curbside  ethics 
column  and  think  it  is  great.  I  would 
like  to  ask  advice.  I  own  a  flat  near 
McKinley  Park  on  the  top  of  Potrero 
Hill.  Some  new  tenants  moved  in 
next  door.  They  leave  trash  bags  full 
of  diapers  out  on  the  curb  and  hang 
towels  on  the  metal  fence  to  dry.  They 
also  leave  a  child  stroller  out  front, 
and  other  kinds  of  junky  things  I 
don't  know  if  they  use  or  not.  Can  I 
say  something  to  them?  Is  there  a  City 
rule  that  says  they  can't  do  this  and 
have  to  keep  their  sidewalk  clear? 

A)  Good  fences  may  indeed  make 
good  neighbors,  but  the  poet  Robert 
Frost  never  said  anything  about  what 
happens  when  a  neighbor  hangs 
towels  out  to  dry  on  the  fence.  Every 
community  has  standards  for  how 
things  should  look.  In  some  cases  a 
homeowner's  association  may  police 
what's  an  appropriate  paint  color 
for  homes,  or  how  long  garbage  cans 
can  be  left  out  on  the  curb.  While 
Potrero  Hill  may  not  have  a  formal 
association,  it  is  governed  by  an 
equally  particular  and  powerful  group 
of  people:  the  folks  that  live  around 
you.  In  your  case,  that  would  be 
you.  The  San  Francisco  Department 


of  Public  Works  (DPW)  says  that  it's 
the  residents'  responsibility  to  make 
sure  that  adjacent  sidewalks  are 
kept  free  of  trash  and  other  debris. 
Neighbors  may  file  a  report  with 
DPW,  which  can  deploy  an  inspector 
to  cite  or  even  fine  offenders.  As  for 
whether  you  can  say  something  to 
your  neighbors  directly:  absolutely. 
But,  with  care.  You  want  to  first 
establish  a  neighborly  relationship 
with  them  and  find  out  why  there's 
a  trash  problem  before  you  gently 
suggest  a  different  solution. 


Q:  A  couple  of  dresser  draws 
were  left  on  the  sidewalk  outside  our 
house  on  Kansas  Street,  most  likely 
by  the  tenants  of  the  small  apartment 
building  next  door.  No  one  is  going  to 
garbage-pick  these  useless  items,  nor 
will  they  be  picked  up  by  Sanitary 
Fill.  What  should  we  do? 

A)  Best  would  be  to  see  if  you 
can  find  out  who  left  these  items 
outside  your  house  and  talk  to  them 
about  how  to  properly  discard  them. 
If  necessary,  call  the  apartment 
building's  owner  and  discuss  the 
problem  with  them.  Ultimately,  if  you 
can't  find  the  culprit  unfortunately 
the  drawers  become  your  problem 
and  you're  left  arranging  a  large  item 
trash  pick-up  by  your  neighborhood 
service  or  finding  someone  who  might 
have  an  alternate  use  for  them.

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San  Francisco  Looking  for  More  than  a  Few  Good 
Police  Officers

As  increasing  numbers  of  baby 
boom-era  police  officers  throughout 
the  state  retire,  police  departments, 
including  San  Francisco's,  are 
actively  recruiting  more  cops.  Across 
the  state,  law  enforcement  agencies 
are  competing  for  new  officers  by 
poaching  from  other  departments 
and  the  military,  and  by  offering  cash 
bonuses. 

Over  the  next  four  years,  roughly 
a  third  of  San  Francisco's  police  force 
will  start  to  retire,  threatening  the 
City's  ability  to  meet  its  obligation 
to  maintain  a  minimum  number 
of  officers.  A  1994  city  charter 
amendment  requires  the  police 
department  to  have  a  minimum  of 
1,971  "full-duty  sworn  officers,"  yet 
the  San  Francisco  Police  Department 
(SFPD)  is  now  understaffed  by  at 
least  150  officers.  "That's  absolutely 
a  violation  of  the  charter,"  said 
Inspector  Gary  Delagnes,  San 
Francisco  Police  Officers'  Association 
president. 

The  1,971  staffing  minimum 
was  created  under  then-mayor, 
now  senator,  Dianne  Feinstein, 
who  in  1979  collaborated  with  the 
SFPD  to  determine  the  number  of 
police  officers  the  City  could  afford. 
The  staffing  minimum  was  decided 
before  the  full  effects  of  Proposition 
13's  property  tax  restrictions  hit 
municipal  budgets,  or  the  early- 
1990s  and  early-2000s  economic 
recessions. 

The  City  Controller's  Office  said 
current  understaffing  is  a  temporary 
situation,  since  graduates  of  the 
police  academy's  cadet  classes  should 
put  the  force  above  the  required 
minimum  by  the  end  of  the  year.  But 
Delagnes  said  the  City  is  way  behind 
in  its  hiring  program. 

In  2004  voters  passed  Proposition 
C,  which  directed  the  department 
to  replace  officers  at  desk  jobs  with 
lower-cost  civilians.  The  plan  was 
to  put  the  former  desk  jockeys  on 


patrol  assignments.  The  recently- 
passed  City  budget  -  at  $6.06  billion 
the  largest  in  San  Francisco's  history 
-  has  increased  the  "civilianized" 
positions  to  97,  reducing  the  minimum 
number  of  required  full-duty  sworn 
officers  on  duty  to  1,874.  Although  on 
paper  it  appears  the  SFPD  is  funded 


the  next  few  years  are  going  to  be 
extremely  busy  with  hiring." 

Delagnes  believes  the  staffing 
challenge  could  be  even  worse.  He 
estimates  that  over  the  next  half- 
decade  the  SFPD  might  lose  between 
800  to  1,100  officers.  With  an  attrition 
rate  of  30  to  40  percent,  Delagnes  said 


being  called  up  creates  a  drain. 
There's  also  increased  competition 
between  private  security  companies 
and  law  enforcement." 

While  potential  recruits  have 
more  employment  options  than 
ever,  demands  on  law  enforcement 
officers  are  increasing.  "Officers  are 


City  Sees  More  Murders  and  Violent  Crimes 


to  employ  more  than  2,100  officers, 
the  City  Controller's  Office  said  421 
positions  are  not  "full-duty"  because 
they  are  filled  by  investigators, 
administrative  staff  or  officers  who 
are  temporarily  disabled  or  on  leave 
of  absence. 

As  the  police  department 
struggles  to  comply  with  the  city 
charter,  looming  on  the  horizon  is  the 
expected  retirement  of  roughly  one- 
third  of  the  force.  "They're  expecting 
600  to  650  retirements  over  the  next 
four  years.  So  we've  got  quite  a 
challenge  before  us,"  said  Dr.  Bruce 
Topp,  assistant  deputy  director  at  the 
San  Francisco  Department  of  Human 
Resources.  "That's  retirements  only; 
that  doesn't  count  other  separations 
like  disability,  death  and  people 
leaving  for  other  departments... 


the  academy  can  only  be  expected 
to  produce  an  average  of  160  to  170 
officers  annually,  assuming  funding 
for  five  classes  each  year  continues. 
And  even  with  adequate  funding  for 
training  there  may  not  be  enough 
qualified  candidates  available:  across 
the  nation  demand  for  police  officers 
is  escalating  as  more  agencies  than 
ever  compete  for  new  recruits. 

According  to  Jeremy  Wilson, 
associate  director  of  the  Rand  Center 
for  Quality  Policing,  the  wars  in 
Afghanistan  and  Iraq  "siphons  people 
off."  And  federal  security  agencies, 
including  Homeland  Security,  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation, 
and  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency, 
are  also  hiring.  "Historically,  police 
departments  like  to  recruit  people 
from  the  military.  But  a  lot  of  people 
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being  asked  for  more  intelligence 
gathering  and  counter-terrorism 
responsibilities  since  9/11,  plus 
there  are  emerging  crimes,  like  cyber 
crimes  and  human  trafficking,"  said 
Wilson.  "These  types  of  investigations 
are  time  consuming  and  take  more 
resources.  The  responsibilities  of 
police  are  evolving  and  expanding. 
Some  agencies  have  been  adjusting 
their  standards,  but  that's  a  slippery 
slope  because  once  that  starts  it  can 
lead  to  some  very  negative  things. 
Most  people  would  rather  have  fewer 
qualified  officers  than  a  lot  who  are 
not  qualified." 

The  new  City  budget  includes 
a  25  percent  across-the-board  pay 
increase  for  police  officers,  at  about 
6  percent  a  year  over  the  next  four 
years.  Before  the  pay  raise,  Micki 
Callahan,  San  Francisco  Department 
of  Human  Resource's  employee 
relations  director,  compared  SFPD 
salaries  to  the  surrounding  10  Bay 
Area  cities  and  found  that  the 
department's  maximum  base  pay  was 
less  than  the  cities  of  Berkeley,  Santa 
Clara,  San  Jose  and  Vallejo.  "The 
raises  that  we  agreed  to  only  begin 
to  close  the  gap,"  said  Callahan, 
observing  that  San  Jose  is  expected 
to  increase  pay  for  their  officers  in 
January.  "Recruitment  and  retention 
is  absolutely  an  issue." 

Statewide  competition  for  good 
cops  is  intense.  San  Diego  police 
personnel  recently  received  an  across- 
the-board  raise  and  are  looking  to  fill 
about  200  positions.  San  Jose,  which 
has  one  of  the  lowest  per-capita  staff 
of  officers  in  the  state,  will  be  hiring 
60  more  next  year,  said  Lieutenant 
Dale  Morgan  of  that  department.

Morgan  also  mentioned  that  he'd  seen 
recruiting  advertisements  on  San 
Jose  buses  for  both  the  San  Francisco 
and  Oakland  police  departments. 
Oakland  Police  Department  Sergeant 
Dom  Arotzarena  said  his  agency  is 
short  70  officers  and  is  recruiting 
from  military  bases  throughout  the 
West  Coast  and  Pacific  Northwest. 

Commander  Jim  Cansler  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Police  Department 
(LAPD)  said  that  his  department 
wants  to  hire  roughly  1,000  new 
officers  by  2010.  "We're  at  a  7 
percent  vacancy  rate  right  now,"  he 
said.  "We're  offering  a  number  of 
bonuses,"  including  a  $2,500  bonus 
when  a  new  recruit  graduates  the 
LAPD  academy,  with  an  additional 
$2,500  after  their  probation  period 
ends.  Experienced  police  officers 
can  receive  double  that  amount,  with 
an  abbreviated  academy  training. 
LAPD  employees  can  also  earn 
$500  for  recruiting  a  candidate  that 
makes  it  through  the  academy,  and 
an  additional  $500  when  the  officer 
completes  probation.  "We've  had  a 
major  turnover  and  with  everybody 
competing  for  officers,  that's  why  we 


have  to  do  this,"  Cansler  said. 

Earlier  this  summer  the  SFPD 
agreed  to  increase  community 
policing  by  adding  beat  officers  in 
some  police  districts,  including  the 
Tenderloin,  Southern,  Central  and 
Mission  stations.  But  some  San 
Franciscans  question  if  putting  so 
much  money  into  hiring  cops  is 
really  the  best  use  of  tax  dollars. 
Karl  Kramer,  San  Francisco  Living 
Wage  Coalition's  campaign  co- 
director,  said  hiring  more  police 
but  not  adequately  funding  crime 
prevention  measures  -  like  after- 
school  programs,  counseling  and  job 
training  for  at-risk  youth  -  is  a  sign 
of  City  Hall's  misplaced  priorities. 
Crime  prevention  programs,  he 
said,  can  steer  youth  away  from 
criminal  activities  in  the  first  place. 
Adding  more  officers  "...becomes  a 
vicious  cycle.  It  doesn't  get  at  the 
root  causes  of  crime,"  said  Kramer. 
"The  City  is  putting  a  priority  on  a 
police  response  to  violence  rather 
than  preventing  violence.  It's  about 
locking  these  young  people  up  and 
forgetting  the  consequences  of  what 
these  young  people's  lives  are  going 
to  be  like  after  they're  released."

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Garden  Grows  Community

Take  an  evening  walk  on  Potrero 
Hill's  western  edge  and  you'll  likely 
find  folks  gathering  at  the  Potrero 
Hill  Community  Garden.  The  small 
patch,  which  overlooks  the  101 
freeway  just  before  the  Vermont  exit, 
functions  as  an  outdoor  community 
center  of  sorts.  The  gardeners,  while 
remaining  vigilant  for  vegetable 
thieves  and  junkies,  also  look  out  for 
each  other.  If  someone  gets  sick  and 
can't  water  their  plants,  others  do  it 
for  them.  They've  even  tilled  the  dog 
run.  and  planted  native  grasses,  at 
adjacent  McKinley  Square,  though 
it's  officially  outside  the  garden's 
purview. 

The  garden,  located  at  20th  and 
San  Bruno,  with  its  open  gates,  lax 
rules,  and  commanding  views  is  one 
of  the  City's  most  popular.  Roughly 
25  people  are  on  the  waiting  list  for  a 
plot,  which  can  take  up  to  three  years 
to  secure.  Any  San  Franciscan  can 
apply  for  space  at  the  garden  simply 
by  contacting  the  garden  coordinator. 
Most  of  the  current  gardeners  hail 
from  Potrero  Hill  and  the  Mission, 
but  some  come  from  South  of  Market, 
Noe  Valley,  and  even  the  western 
neighborhoods. 

Once  the  grazing  land  for 
Estelle  West's  goats,  which  gave  the 
neighborhood  its  original  moniker 
of  "Goat  Hill,"  the  garden  came  to 
life  in  1969,  when  a  local  educator 
launched  a  program  to  teach  kids 
with  learning  impairments  how 
to  work  the  earth.  By  1971  the 
federally-funded  program  had  died 
on  the  vine,  and  a  few  neighbors, 
including  Lorraine  Vinson,  laid 
claim  to  a  section  of  the  City-owned 
land.  Vinson,  now  77-years-old,  still 
maintains  a  plot,  having  gardened 
since  she  was  12-years-old  growing- 
up  in  the  Central  Valley. 

Vinson  says  when  she  began  tilling 
the  land  more  than  three  decades 
ago  there  were  only  a  half-dozen 
sprawling  plots.  As  the  activity— 
and  the  neighborhood  — grew  more 
popular,  the  patches  were  split  into 
smaller  sizes,  now  50  altogether,  but 
they  are  still  irregular,  ranging  in  size 
from  100  to  300  square  feet. 


Vinson  loves  planting  Dahlias, 
San  Francisco's  official  flower.  Most 
plants  grow  surprisingly  well  at  the 
garden,  even  tomatoes,  which  ripen 
later  in  the  year  than  other  Bay  Area 
locations.  Real  sun-loving  plants, 
like  okra  or  grapes,  don't  do  well,  but 
many  vegetables  thrive  on  the  Hill's 
cool  weather,  including  broccoli, 
cauliflower,  and  artichokes. 

Urban  community  gardens 
are  growing  in  popularity  across 
the  country,  having  sprouted  up 
in  virtually  every  large  city.  The 
demand  for  a  place  to  plant  is  steadily 
increasing  in  San  Francisco,  which 
now  boasts  40  community  lots. 
On  Potrero  Hill,  female  gardeners 
slightly  outnumber  men,  with 
participants  ranging  in  age  from  their 
late-twenties  to  their  seventies,  with 
several  families  that  include  their 
children  in  the  activity. 

The  Potrero  Hill  Community 
Garden  is  one  of  the  few  in  San 
Francisco  that  leaves  its  gates  open, 
a  gift  to  the  neighborhood,  but  also  a 
magnet,  at  times,  for  partiers  and  the 
occasional  thief.  "There's  a  certain 
joy  to  stealing  a  nice  ripe  tomato  from 
the  vine,"  Vinson  said  with  a  laugh, 
noting  that  the  worst  offenders  are 
the  little  old  ladies  who  come  in  with 
empty  shopping  bags.  Someone  once 
uprooted  a  dozen  rosebushes.  "We 
have  a  little  bit  of  theft,  but  we  live 
with  that.  I  don't  cry  because  there's 
always  more." 

Kirk  Scott,  the  garden's 
coordinator,  says  the  group  is  trying 
various  ways  to  "engineer"  the 
problems  any  urban  garden  faces. 
They  keep  the  place  tidy  so  others 
will  be  less  inclined  to  trash  it.  And 
they  make  efforts  to  get  to  know 
each  other,  to  identify  who  should 
be  picking  vegetables,  and  who 
shouldn't,  to  create  community, 
which  is  the  prime  reason  Scott 
joined  the  garden  in  the  first  place. 

"I've  met  hundreds  of  people 
through  the  garden,"  Scott  said, 
noting  that  he  eats  one  or  two  meals 
a  week  from  the  vegetables  he  grows, 
including  recently  a  roasted  chiogga 
beet  salad.  "It's  a  unique  place,  one 
of  my  favorites  in  the  City."

Amnesty  International  recently 
commissioned  nonprofit  Bayview- 
Hunters  Point  Center  for  Arts  and 
Technology  (BAYCAT)  to  create 
graphics  for  their  upcoming  Western 
Regional  Conference,  the  theme  of 
which  is  "Taking  a  Stand  in  The  Age 
of  Conflict. "  So  far,  BAYCAT's  team 
of  high  school-age  designers  have 
created  two  logos.  One  is  a  futuristic 
image  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge, 
with  human  arms  holding  up  torches 
in  place  of  metal  beams;  the  other 
features  that  same  torches  centered 
in  a  row  of  rifles. 

"It  was  so  fun  and  it  was  free!" 
exclaimed  Paige  Gardner  at  the 
BAYCAT  Heritage  Camp  awards 
ceremony,  proudly  pointing  to  the 
Amnesty  International  artwork. 
BAYCAT,  founded  by  president 
and  Chief  Executive  Officer  Villy 
Wang,  trains  disadvantaged  youth 
in  digital  arts  -  from  animation  and 
graphic  design,  to  filmmaking  and 
television  production  -  and  provides 
local  merchants  and  nonprofits 
with  free,  professionally-developed 
marketing  materials.  Advanced 
students  can  become  paid  interns  for 
the  organization's  enterprise  branch, 
Studio  BAYCAT. 

For  Studio  BAYCAT  endeavors, 
a  team  of  professional  instructors 
and  paid  interns  work  together  to 
create  multi-media  campaigns  for 
larger,  paying  clients  while  providing 
interns  with  professional  training. 
The  clients'  stipends  are  directed  to 
BAYCAT's  educational  fund,  which 
supplies  beginning  students  with  new 


learning  tools.  BAYCAT  has  worked 
with  more  than  60  clients,  including 
New  Generation,  Redwood  Empire

BAYCAT  is  funded  by  corporate 
and  individual  donors,  including 
Johnson  &  Johnson,  Hewlett- 
Packard,  and  pianist  Herbie  Hancock.

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Earl  Watkins,  a  Great 
Talent  and  Good  Friend, 
Passes

Jazz  musician  Earl  Watkins 
passed  this  summer.  He  was  87- 
years-old.  Watkins,  a  percussionist, 
performed  monthly  at  the  Potrero 
Hill  Neighborhood  House  (Nabe) 
with  his  accompanist  Rodney  Burge. 
The  sessions  were  mostly  attended  by 
developmentally-challenged  adults, 
who  demonstrated  their  appreciation 
with  their  rapt  attention,  and,  more 
often  than  not,  by  getting  on  their  feet 
and  dancing.  Watkins  would  play 
whether  he  received  compensation 
or  not. 

My  brother.  Chuck  Elkind.  also 
a  jazz  musician,  and  I  grew  up  in  the 
Fillmore  with  Earl.  Over  the  years 
we  exchanged  many  letters,  and 
were  always  impressed  with  his  lucid 
memory  and  detailed  recollections. 

Earl's  letters  also  described  the 
struggle  to  desegregate  the  Musician's 
Union.   Until  April  1,  1960,  there 


were  two  musicians"  unions:  one  for 
"negroes,"  the  other  for  "whites." 
Earl  Watkins  and  the  late  Vernon 
Alley,  a  bassist,  were  instrumental 
in  integrating  the  musicians  into  one 
union,  Local  6. 

Earl's  letters  also  outlined  how, 
over  the  years,  black  musicians 
overcame  white  prejudices  with  their 
music  and  talent,  and  ultimately 
won  their  place  in  the  entertainment 
industry. 

A  memorial  for  Earl  Watkins  was 
held  last  month  at  the  Nabe.

work  in  the  Presidio  each  day  I  am 
always  struck  by  the  natural  beauty 
of  the  place  -  this  is  an  extraordinary 
part  of  the  City,"  said  Goldman, 
"When  I  was  taking  basic  training 
during  World  War  II  in  the  Presidio, 
I  did  not  take  as  much  notice  of  it  as 
I  do  today." 

Over  the  past  decade  the  Richard 
and  Rhoda  Goldman  Fund  has  invested 
$2.5  million  in  the  South-of-Market, 
Potrero  Hill  and  Bayview-Hunters 
Point  neighborhoods,  providing 
much  needed  support  to  the  Bayview 
Opera  House,  Network  for  Elders, 
YMCA,  Boys  and  Girls  Scouts,  and 
various  environmental  and  economic 
development  projects. 

Over  the  past  half-century  the 
Richard  and  Rhoda  Goldman  Fund 
has  distributed  more  than  a  half- 
billion  dollars,  with  much  of  the 
funds  going  to  help  support  the 
environment,  women's  reproductive 
rights,  and  Jewish  affairs.  The 
Goldman  Fund  has  a  long  history  of 
investing  in  open  space  and  public 
recreation  projects  that  serve  San 
Francisco's  diverse  population.  Last 
year,  for  example,  the  Fund  provided 
$3  million  to  help  restore  Lands  End 
at  the  City's  northern  tip. 

In  1990,  the  Goldmans,  early 
supporters  of  environmental  causes, 
recognized  the  need  to  honor  the 
environmental  work  being  done  by 
regular  people  all  over  the  world. 
They  created  the  internationally- 
recognized  Goldman  Environmental 
Prize,  which  annually  honors  six 
grassroots  environmental  activists, 
each  hailing  from  a  different 
continent,  with  a  $125,000  cash 


prize  at  a  ceremony  at  the  historic 
San  Francisco  Opera  House.  The 
Prize  works  with  non-government 
organizations  from  around  the 
globe  to  identify  recipients,  and 
the  ceremony  is  one  of  the  largest 
international  environmental  events. 

But  the  Goldman  Fund  take  its 
greatest  pride  in  the  contributions  it 
has  made  to  making  San  Francisco  a 
better  place  to  live.  "I've  always  lived 
in  a  home  nearby  the  Presidio,"  noted 


Richard  Goldman  in  his  Presidio  Office. 


Goldman,  "and  with  the  contribution 
to  the  Yosemite  Slough,  we  have  the 
opportunity  to  serve  other  parts  of 
the  City  as  well."

Groups  Awarded  Grants

This  summer  First  5  San 
Francisco,  which  provides  financial 
support  to  programs  serving  children 
under  the  age  of  six,  awarded 
$216,000  in  grants  to  71  grassroots, 
parent-led  groups  throughout  the 
City.  Almost  one-third  of  the  awards 
were  given  to  organizations  located 
in  Southeast  San  Francisco,  which 
are  working  on  a  variety  of  activities, 
including  helping  children  prepare 
for  kindergarten  and  providing 
education  on  preventing  childhood 
obesity.  Winners  included  Starr 
King  Elementary  School's  "Parents 
in  the  Field"  program;  Edgewood 
Center  for  Children  and  Families' 
"P0P0  MaMa  Project;"  The  Hunters 
View  Mother's  Committee's  "Picture 
a  Parent"  program;  Bayview  YMCA's 
"Parent  Group;"  SOMA  Family 
Resource  Center's  6th  Street/SRO 
Collaborative  Family  Project's 
"Enhancing  our  Community;" 
and  Marshall  Elementary  School's 
"Growing  with  Books"  program. 
Grant  amounts  ranged  from  $1,500 
to  $4,000. 

Research  shows  that  a  child's 
brain  develops  most  dramatically  in 
their  first  five  years.  Activities  that 
support  a  child's  development  during 
those  years  can  have  a  meaningful 
impact  throughout  life.  Based  in  part 
on  this  research,  in  1998  California 


voters  passed  Proposition  10,  adding 
a  50  cents-per-pack  tax  on  cigarettes 
to  support  programs  for  expectant 
parents  and  children  under  the  age  of 
six.  First  5  San  Francisco  distributes 
approximately  $10  million  a  year  in 
Proposition  10  revenues  to  programs 
and  services  that  meet  local  needs. 

The  grant  program's  goal  is  to 
develop  parent  leadership,  build 
family-focused  communities,  and 
promote  awareness  of  parent-child 
interactions  and  child  development. 
"First  5  San  Francisco's  goal  is 
to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for 
children  during  their  first  five  years 
of  life,"  said  Laurel  Kloomok,  First  5 
San  Francisco's  executive  director. 

More  than  200  community  groups 
applied  for  funding  this  year,  twice 
as  many  applicants  as  the  previous 
year.  Grantees  range  in  size  from  six 
to  30  families.  To  be  eligible,  groups 
had  to  be  comprised  of  parents  or 
guardians  of  children  less  that  six. 
Groups  could  be  backed  by  a  family 
support  agency,  a  co-op  preschool 
or  community-  based  organization, 
or  formed  independently.  Grantees 
will  receive  ongoing  one-on-one 
assistance  from  First  5  staff  and 
partners.

weeks  before  the  flight,  making  it 
likely  that  it  won't  occur  until  the  end 
of  the  month.  Mission  Bay  resident 
Dan  Cheetham  has  volunteered  to 
ride  in  the  helicopter,  and  a  number 
of  residents  have  agreed  to  place 
monitoring  devices  in  their  homes  to 
measure  noise  levels. 

At  a  planning  session  held  last 
month,  almost  a  dozen  Mission  Bay 
and  Potrero  Hill  residents,  four 
aviation  and  noise  consultants, 
and  seven  UCSF  staff  members, 
worked-out  a  test  flight  pattern  they 
hoped  would  result  in  the  best  set 
of  information  with  which  to  assess 
noise  levels.  Among  the  variables 
discussed  in  crafting  the  test  was 
the  appropriate  day  and  time  for 
the  flight,  with  various  participants 
pointing  to  such  factors  as  weather 
conditions,  ambient  noise  levels  that 
tend  to  peak  in  the  afternoon,  and  the 
time  of  day  most  residents  are  likely 
to  be  home  to  witness  the  test  flight. 

"Ambient  noise  levels  in  the 
day  masks  sounds,"  said  Potrero 
Hill  resident  Tim  Sigle.  Fellow 
resident  Rebecca  Sawyer  pointed- 
out  that  Thursdays  are  the  night 
most  residents  are  home,  according 
to  television  studies. 

"Prevailing  winds  make  a  big 
difference  [in  terms  of  noise],  and  if  we 
don't  account  for  that  it's  a  waste  of 
money,"  added  Potrero  Hill  resident 
Peter  Rudolfi.  The  community 
members  agreed  that  three  separate 
test  flights  — dispatched  on  different 
days  of  the  week  during  morning, 
afternoon,  and  early  morning  hours 
-would  provide  the  optimal  amount 
of  information.  UCSF,  however, 
wouldn't  commit  to  more  than  a  single 


test,  with  a  Sunday  morning  flight 
receiving  a  majority  of  community 
members'  votes  after  a  contentious 
debate. 

The  helicopter  will  make  three 
distinct  flights  to  mimic  the  primary 
flight  path  — which  comes  from  the 
west  over  the  Bay,  clearing  a  1 60  foot 
fly  zone,  then  departs  northward  — 
and  a  secondary  flight  path,  which 
departs  west  towards  the  280  freeway 
and  then  cuts  back  towards  the  Bay. 
If  the  helipad  is  approved,  there 
will  be  a  4,000  foot  pre-approved  fly 
zone,  but  in  the  25  percent  chance 
of  irregular  wind  patterns,  pilots 
will  most  likely  be  able  to  turn  180 
degrees  back  towards  the  Bay  before 
they  reach  the  280  freeway,  according 
to  UCSF's  Hehplanner  Brain  Watts. 

"We  want  a  significant  hover," 
said  resident  Edward  Lortz,  who  was 
skeptical  that  the  test  flight  would 
adequately  reproduce  the  noise 
pollution  likely  to  be  engendered  by 
actual  nights.  "It  takes  more  energy 
to  hover  than  to  land  and  therefore 
the  test  flight  will  actually  be  louder 
than  future  nights,"  countered  noise 
consultant  Gene  Reindel.  Under 
normal  circumstances,  rotors  are 
immediately  turned-off  after  landing 
to  dispatch  emergency  patients  to 
hospital  care  as  fast  as  possible,  he 
added. 

To  counter  residents'  concerns 
about  nighttime  flights,  Adams 
announced  that  there  are  likely  to  be 
significantly  fewer  flights  dispatched 
between  11:30  p.m.  and  5  a.m.  as 
compared  with  daytime  hours.  And, 
according  to  Reindel,  "You  can  also 
manipulate  the  helicopter  noise 
data  to  simulate  it  into  a  nighttime 
setting."

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Going  to  War

After  the  collapse  of  the  Soviet 
Union,  United  States  military 
doctrine  and  training  shifted  from  an 
emphasis  on  superpower  engagements 
to  managing  regional  flashpoints. 
With  the  destruction  of  the  Twin 
Towers,  or  "9/11,"  American  military- 
policy  changed  again;  to  a  global 
war  on  terrorism,  which  relies  on 
pre-emptive  strikes  against  our 
purported  enemies,  the  toppling 
of  governments,  and  the  remaking 
of  former  adversaries  into  friends 
through  nation-building. 

Quick  victories  against  regular 
armies  in  Afghanistan  and  Iraq 
have  been  followed  by  drawn- 
out  skirmishes  with  terrorist  cells 
with  international  ambitions, 
and  nationalist  militias  and  anti- 
government  insurgents  with  foreign 
sponsors.  These  ongoing  conflicts 
pit  the  U.S.  and  its  allies  -  whose 
doctrine  and  training  is  geared 
toward  winning  lightening  wars  and 
helping  defeated,  but  cooperative, 
populations  rebuild  their  legal, 
political  and  economic  systems 
based  on  a  western  democratic  ideal 
-  against  tribal  peoples  and  cultures 
with  a  history  of  enticing  enemies 
onto  their  home  turf  and  fighting 
long,  grinding,  conflicts  which  are 
not  predicated  on  winning  decisive 
victories,  but  rather  on  random 
violence  and  steadily  increasing  body 
counts  that  turns  the  liberators  into 
occupiers. 

It's  against  this  backdrop  that 
the  Human  Terrain  System  (HTS)  has 
been  initiated.  In  the  "post- victory" 
period,  in  which  military  forces  are 
confronted  with  ongoing  resistance 
to  nation-building,  HTS  relies  on 
anthropologists  to  help  military 
forces  understand  how  culture- 
specific  assumptions  and  behaviors 
can  lead  to  cooperation,  or  turn  a 
friend  into  a  foe. 

All  HTT-members  are  required 
to  attend  a  week-long  session  at  the 
Conus  Replacement  Center  (CRC) 
in  Fort  Benning,  Georgia,  at  which 
security  clearances  are  verified, 


physicals  are  cleared  and  training 
provided  on  how  to  treat  battlefield 
injuries,  avoid  roadside  bombs  and 
kidnapping,  and  rules  of  engagement. 
My  training  cohort  consisted  of 
roughly  20  members  of  five  Human 
Terrain  Teams. 

After  a  late  flight  into  Atlanta  and 
a  three-hour  drive,  my  team  reached 
Fort  Benning  at  1:30  a.m..  Once 
through  the  security  checkpoint  it  took 
another  45-minutes  driving  through 
the  immense  military  reservation 
before  we  found  the  CRC  complex. 
When  the  in-processing  officer  saw 
that  I  had  a  "GS-15"  government 
service  rank,  the  equivalent  of  a 
full  colonel,  he  assigned  me  my  own 
room,  prompting  mock  complaints 
from  the  military  members  of  my 
team  who  were  of  slightly  lower  rank, 
or  who  had  close  to  30  years  in  the 
Army,  but  were  assigned  to  crowded 
bunk-rooms. 

Good  natured  ribbing  aside  this 
check-in  incident  is  emblematic 
of  a  much  larger  issue  facing  the 
armed  forces:  the  privitization  of 
war.  My  HTS  is  commanded  by 
employees  of  a  privately-owned 
corporation.  Some  congressional 
oversight  committees  have  expressed 
concern  about  potential  conflicts  of 
interest  between  the  military's  need 
for  operational  effectiveness  and  the 
corporate  need  to  satisfy  the  bottom 
line.  For  instance,  as  a  contractor  I 
can  be  accepted  or  rejected  by  military 
commanders,  but  not,  except  for  my 
own  protection,  directly  ordered  to 
do  anything.  In  addition,  while  in  a 
war  zone  I'm  required  to  work  a  10- 
hour  day  and  punch  a  computerized 
time  clock.  Still,  without  civilian 
contractors  the  military,  already 
stretched  thin  and  operating  under  a 
congressionally-mandated  personnel 
cap,  couldn't  function  effectively. 
Hence  the  situation  in  which  a

civilian  contractor  with  less  than  two 
months  of  service  outranks  career 
military  officers. 

Because  of  our  late-night  arrival 
we  were  not  aware  of  the  dining 
facility's  limited  hours;  many  of  us 
went  without  morning  or  midday 
meals.  We  were  issued  linens,  but  no 
towels.  "This  is  not  a  hotel,"  was  the 
common  refrain  from  CRC  personnel. 
After  a  short  night  and  long  day  in 
the  intense  Georgia  heat  none  of  us 
smelled  like  peaches,  and  were  glad 
when  duties  were  over  and  we  could 
buy  a  towel  at  the  post  exchange. 

Despite  having  to  buy  our  own 
towels,  we  were  issued  three  to  five 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  equipment, 
most  of  which  -  including  uniforms, 
ruck  sacks,  and  helmets  -  must  be 
returned  so  it  can  be  sold  as  used  or 
given  as  aid  to  foreign  military  allies. 
Any  lost  equipment  has  to  be  paid  for 
out-of-pocket,  a  disturbing  prospect 
for  the  average  low-paid  foot  soldier 
or  reservist.  Our  most  impressive 
piece  of  equipment  is  the  bullet-proof 
vest,  which  when  assembled  weighs 
60  pounds  and  gives  its  wearer  a 
distinctive  gladiator  look.  On  seeing 
a  fellow  social  scientist  assemble  the 
vest,  heave  it  on  his  body  and  stumble 
around  under  its  weight  I  coined  the 
phrase  "up-armored  anthropologist." 
In  military  parlance  this  acronym 
is  used  to  describe  something  like  a 
Humvee  with  canvas  doors  and  a  thin 
metal  body  that  has  been  refitted, 
or  "up-armored,"  with  bullet-  and 
explosive-proof  technologies. 

Because  of  anthropology's 
tortured  relationship  with  the 
military,  in  which  the  discipline  is 
constantly  wary  of  being  co-opted, 


I  did  not  requisition  a  gun.  If  I'm 
caught  on  video  with  a  side-arm. 
defending  myself,  or  worse  yet  killing 
someone,  it  could  end  any  possibility 
of  cooperation  between  academia 
and  the  military  in  efforts  to  achieve 
peaceful  outcomes  in  current  and 
future  conflicts.  Mine  is  the  minority 
position  however;  the  majority  of  my 
colleagues  elected  to  go  "down  range" 
as  weaponized  anthropologists. 

It's  not  only  academia  that's 
deeply  suspicious  about  the  war. 
While  dining  out  ordinary  citizens 
have  picked-up  my  tab  and  thanked 
me  for  protecting  them;  but  on  July 
4th  someone  came  through  our  hotel 
parking  lot  and  slashed  the  tires 
of  vehicles  belonging  to  military 
personnel. 

In  Baghdad  the  "Green  Zone'' 
is  akin  to  a  sprawling  central  police 
station.  HTT's  will  be  deployed  on 
Forward  Operating  Bases,  which, 
to  follow  the  analogy,  are  like  local 
precincts.  My  team  will  stay  within 
the  Forward  Operating  Bases  and 
"go  outside  the  wire"  to  analyze  the 
interactions  between  United  States 
forces  and  the  Iraqi  population.

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Vitamin  D  Found  to  be  A  View  from  the  Past 
Key  to  Health

We've  known  for  decades  that 
vitamin  D  helps  keep  bones  strong, 
preventing  rickets  in  children  and 
brittle  bones  in  adults.  Recent 
research  indicates  that  vitamin  D  also 
protects  us  from  a  variety  of  cancers 
as  well  as  a  host  of  other  illnesses. 
Studies  also  show  that  most  of  us  are 
not  getting  enough  vitamin  D. 

Vitamin  D  comes  from  two  major 
sources:  the  food  we  eat  and  the 
amount  of  sunlight  to  which  we're 
exposed.  Vitamin  D  is  generally 
scarce  in  our  diet.  It's  added  to  milk 
and  dairy  products  and  is  found  in 
cod  liver  oil,  cold-water  fish  such 
as  salmon,  herring,  mackerel  and 
sardines,  and  egg  yolks.  Vegetables 
are  generally  a  poor  source  of  D,  with 
dark  green  leafy  vegetables  being  the 
best  veggie  source. 

Sunlight  is  a  major  vitamin 
D  source;  our  skin  produces  the 
vitamin  when  exposed  to  ultraviolet 
radiation.  Less  sun  exposure  and 
widespread  sunscreen  use  to  prevent 
skin  cancers  may  be  one  cause  of  low 
vitamin  D  levels.  Sunscreens  block 
ultraviolet  penetration  into  the  skin, 
which  is  why  it  prevents  sunburns 
and  also  why  it  stops  vitamin  D 
production. 

How  we  get  our  vitamin  D  may 
make  a  difference  in  its  health 
benefits.  For  example,  staying  out 
of  the  sun  or  using  sunscreens  and 
trying  to  replace  the  ensuing  vitamin 
D  loss  with  oral  supplements  may  not 
work.  When  sunlight  causes  vitamin 
D  production  in  the  skin  it  also 
appears  to  trigger  other  mechanisms 
that  improve  our  body's  immune 
system,  which  may  in  part  explain 


why  vitamin  D  may  prevent  diseases 
such  as  cancer. 

Vitamin  D  is  important  for 
healthy  bones,  ensuring  that  calcium 
is  absorbed  by  the  body.  The  current 
recommended  daily  dose  of  vitamin  D 
has  been  set  at  levels  to  prevent  bone 
diseases,  such  as  rickets  in  children 
and  osteomalacia  in  adults,  and  these 
conditions  are  now  rare. 

Vitamin  D  is  also  helps  maintain 
muscle  strength.  When  given  to  elderly 
people  vitamin  D  has  been  shown  to 
reduce  the  risk  of  hip  fractures  for 
six  months.  Curiously,  this  is  not  due 
to  its  effects  on  bones  but  because 
people  fell  down  less  following 
vitamin  D  supplementation. 

A  recent  Harvard  University 
study  of  more  than  30,  000  pre- 
menopausal women  found  that  those 
with  the  highest  vitamin  D  intake 
had  a  35  percent  reduced  breast 
cancer  risk.  Last  month  Nebraska 
researchers  found  that  women  who 
received  large  does  of  vitamin  D 
lowered  their  risk  of  all  cancers 
by  77  percent.  And  University  of 
California,  San  Diego  researchers 
found  that  taking  large  amounts  of 
vitamin  D  daily  decreases  the  risk 
of  colorectal  cancer  by  half.  All 
told,  scientists  estimate  that  vitamin 
D  reduces  the  risk  of  17  types  of 
cancer. 

Vitamin  D  levels  can  be  measured 
by  a  simple  blood  test.  When  a  patient 
is  found  to  be  low  in  vitamin  D,  it's 
generally  recommended  that  they 
adopt  a  whole  foods  omnivorous  diet 
rich  in  vitamin-D-containing  foods, 
appropriate  oral  supplementation, 
as  well  as  judicious  exposure  to 
sunlight.

Early  in  the  20th  century,  when 
motion  pictures  were  new,  makeshift 
movie  houses  cropped-up  throughout 
the  City,  often  in  converted  stores  in 
working-class  neighborhoods.  They 
were  called  nickelodeons  because 
admission  was  a  nickel.  One  such 
nickelodeon  was  the  Kentucky, 
opened  by  Sam  Levin  and  his  cousin 
H.S.  Levin  on  the  southeast  corner  of 
19th  and  Kentucky  streets  in  1909. 
By  1917,  when  this  photograph  was 
taken,  Kentucky  Street  had  been 


renamed  Third  Street;  the  Levins  had 
gone  their  separate  ways  to  found 
grander  movie  houses  elsewhere  in 
San  Francisco;  and  the  little  theater 
was  no  longer  in  operation;  it  was 
soon  razed  along  with  most  of  the 
other  buildings  on  the  block.  The 
police  station  on  20th  Street  still 
exists  but  is  disused.  As  for  Third 
Street  itself,  the  cobblestones  are 
long  gone  but  the  tracks  are  back!

This  past  summer  the  Potrero  Hill 
Health  Center  (PHHC)  expanded  its 
range  of  services,  adding  acupuncture 
and  chiropractic  therapies  to  its 
traditional  medical  and  dental 
treatments.
